JUSTICE DEFENDS HIS 


RIGHT TO TBY ACTION 


Heated Arguments between Bench 
and Bar marks Opening Rounds 


in Expense Item Battle 


"This 1s just as much a case of con- 


tempt as though Mr. Kositzky had 
come In here and attacked this court 
whh a club," said Justice J. E. Robin- 
son this morning in defending his 
right to sit ag a member of the pro- 
visional supreme court which is hear- 
ing argument on an order for a writ 
of mandamus compelling the state au- 
ditor to turn over to each of the five 
justices of the supreme court approxi- 
mately $375 which has accumulated in 
the $GOO per annum expense 
fund 


since the first of 1917. 


Although Assistant Attorney Gen- 


eral Brennan, representing the court, 
admitted there might be some merit 
in the state auditor's contention that 
Justice James E. Robinson, as a party 
immediately interested in the outcome I 
of the action, was not qualified to sit . 
as a member of the provisional court. 
Justice Robinson declined to concede! 
that there even was room for argu- 
ment on the question. 


"Each Justice ot the supreme court 


has the privilege of determining his 
own qualifications. 
I have don'e so 


in this case, and.i -ait in this case' 
without the least hesitancy. Only ex- 
treme nicety keeps the other justices, 
from sitting. 
You needn't say an-(

Brennan, ,on behalf, of the court, 


argued &at fh 1907 the legislature 
voted t&£ "'justices an additional com-1 
pensation ot $300 per annum, intend-! 
ing that it should be an addition toi 
their salaries, or Qb*t ttnjfelit care fort 
expenses incidental \o tferfr services i 
as justices and maintain their salaries i 
unimpaired. He held that '.he legisla- 
ture never intended that this item 
should be audited by the state auditor, 
any more than it requires that regular 
salary payments be audited, and that 
it was expressly excepted from consti- 
tutional

Former Senator Theodore Koffe'.l, 


representing State Auditor Kositzky. 
held that Justice Robinson was not 
entitled to-sit in this case and that 
it had been so determined in the case 
of Linde ex rel Robinson, tried a year

Koffel thai he (Robinson) still main-| 
tains that it was not proper for the

Continuance of Loans to Allies

Washington, 
Dec. 1 —Congresb 


will have to authorize early in the ses

American people between now and 
July 1 about five billion dollars in 
addition to the $3,666,000,000 from lib- 
erty bonds already authorized by the 
to be issued, the billion dollars or less 
expected from war savings campaign 
and about three billion dollars from 
war taxes. 


Most congressional leaders believe 


the five billion dollar balance must be 
provided principally by issue of bonds, 
and Secretary McAdoo has told mem 
bers of congress that he favors this 
method 
Chairman Kitchin of the 


house ways and means committee will 
take up the question immediately and 
the committee within a week or two 
is expected to frame a new bond 
measures. If this plan is finally adopt- 
ed, the country probably will be call- 
ed on to absorb the two more big 
liberty bond issues between Feb. 1 
and July 1, aggregating more than 
$8,300,000.000. 


Loans to Allies 


Another big finance question is the 


continuance cf loans to the allies. If 
tho present rate of extending credits 
to the allies is continued, the seven 
billion dollars authorized credits'will 
be exhausted by July 1, and congress 
will have to decide whether to con- 
tinue the loans after that time. Six 
billion dollars will be required for the 
fiscal year beginning ne\t July, if the 
rate of a half million dollars a month 
is kept up. 


Wide difference of opinion exists in 


congress whether the bulk of he five 
billion dollar.-, should be raised by tax- 
ation or bond issues, but those advo- 
cating the issue of securities expect 
strong support from the administra- 
tion. 
They argue that the internal 


revenue bureau already is over-bur- 
dened with the immense task of creat- 
ing machinery for collection of the 
$3.400,000,000 war revenue expected 
before July 1, and that great confu 
sion would result from imposition of 
new taxes before 
opportanity 
has 


been given for the existing levies to 
adjust themselves to the economic 
situation. 


Fares on Business 


Taxation advocates are expected to
